Dear  Mary, 

Last  summer  I  wanted  to  visit  you  but  I  had  almost  no  time  left  after  I  returned  home.  The  trip  I 
took  was  surely  a  pleasant  one. 

After  having  taught  school  for  ten  years,  I  thought  I  needed  a  vacation,  so  I  set  out  in  my  new 
automobile  to  see  the  world.  I  thought  I  had  better  do  it  before  I  died  of  old  age,  not  having  seen 
any  of  the  world.  Before  starting,  I  went  around  to  the  corner  filling  station,  owned  by  Floyd  Garner. 
I  wouldn't  have  gotten  very  far  without  gas;  jet-propelled  cars  haven't  come  into  use  yet. 

Believe  it  or  not!  I  was  off  on  a  most  exciting  trip  for  what  could  have  been  more  thrilling  than 
to  see  old  classmates  after  ten  years.  My  route  was  through  North  Carolina  where  my  former  class- 
mates were  leading  their  interesting  lives.  After  motoring  for  several  miles  I  stopped  at  the  office  of 
a  huge  newspaper,  the  News  Times,  to  see  Betty  Driver,  the  editor-in-chief.
